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CONDITIONS OF SALE 


1. Definitions. In these Conditions Glendining & Co. who act only as auctioneers 
and agents are called “Glendinings” and the representative of Glendinings conducting 
the auction is called “the Auctioneer”. 


2. General. Whilst Glendinings make every effort to ensure the accuracy of their 
catalogues and the description of any lot:- 


(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as divided or combined with any other lot 
or lots is sold by the vendor with all faults, imperfections and errors of descriptions. 
(b) Glendinings do not accept responsibility for the authenticity, attribution, 
genuineness, origin, authorship, date, age, period, condition or quality of any lot or 
any other errors of description. 

(c) All statements whether printed in the catalogue or made orally as to any of the 
matters set out in (b) above are statements of opinion only and are not to be taken as 
being or implying any warranties or representations of fact by Glendinings. 


3. The Auction. (a) The Auctioneer has absolute discretion to divide any lot, to 
combine any two or more lots or to withdraw any lot or lots from the sale, to refuse 
bids, regulate bidding or cancel the sale.without in any case giving any reason or 
without previous notice. He may bid on behalf of the vendor for all goods which are 
being offered subject to reserve or at the Auctioneer’s discretion. 
(b) The highest bidder shall be the Buyer unless if, during or immediately after the 
Sale of the Lot, the Auctioneer considers that a dispute has arisen or that there is 
any other reason for so doing, he has absolute discretion to settle it or to re-offer the 
Lot. 
(c) Each lot is put up for sale subject to any reserve price placed by the vendor.

the burden of proof to be upon the buyer, satisfies Glendinings that considered in the 
light of the entry in the catalogue the lot is a deliberate forgery then the sale of the lot 
will be rescinded and the purchase price of the same refunded. The vendor agrees to be 
bound by Glendinings’ decision. 


7. Default. Glendinings disclaim responsibility for default by either the buyer or the 
vendor because they act as Auctioneers only and therefore do not pay out to the 
vendor until payment is received from the buyer. Instructions given by telephone are 
accepted at the sender’s risk and must be confirmed in writing forthwith.

Where 
no condition is stated it may be assumed that the coins and medals are not

THE G. R. ARNOLD COLLECTION 


G. R. (Bob) Arnold is known to many as a collector of Roman coins of long 
standing but he is better known to millions of radio listeners as the gamekeeper 
Tom Forrest in The Archers. Born in the Oxfordshire village of Asthall he was 
lucky to live near a Roman site where he literally, and metaphorically, picked 
up the collecting bug at an early age. In his young days the easiest coins for 
him to collect were Roman, they leapt to his keen eye in the fields and cost him 
nothing. One of his best finds was, however, a small ancient British silver piece 
of Bodvoc of the Dobunni—now in the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford, and 
illustrated in Mack, No. 396 (still probably the best example known). In those 
days of over forty years ago “the farmer’s boy over at Asthall” who collected 
Roman coins became known to and got to know a number of the great names 
in numismatics, and all were unstinting in encouraging his interest. Bob always 
particularly acknowledges the help, encouragement and, above all, friendship 
of Fred and Albert Baldwin from whom so many of his fine and rare pieces 
came. 

On 17 and 18 June 1969 Glendinings placed the bulk of the Arnold collec- 
tion of Imperial Roman coins on the auctioneer’s block. They fetched over 
£31,000. This was not to say that Bob Arnold had given up Roman. He kept 
his denarii and antoninianii of the Severan period and began a committed 
specialisation in the series. The collection now being offered (661 coins) is the 
fruit of those years of study; they include coins of the highest rarity, coins in 
splendid condition and coins that form part of the pages of numismatic history 
in themselves and with their pedigrees. Perhaps the most evocative, and 
certainly rarest coin, in this latter category is the denarius of Elagabalus that 
shows the sacred stone of Emesa in great detail (Lot 252). Probably no more 
than three specimens are known, and those from different dies. This specimen 
came from the Madam M.P. auction held in Paris in 1959 and is almost 
certainly the specimen listed by Cohen as being in the Gosselin Sale, Paris, 
1864. Here the actual coin satisfies the queries raised in both R/C and 
BMC—tt actually exists! 

Readers of the Catalogue will note many other rarities: the arch of 
Septimius Severus (Lot 13), the unpublished Fortuna (Lot 12) and quadriga 
right (Lot 42) of the same emperor; the head /eft portraits of Severus (Lot 25), 
Caracalla (Lot 175) and Geta (Lot 202); the splendid examples of the 
“family” coins; the rare empresses, Plautilla, Aquilia Severa, Orbiana, etc. It 
was from the coins in the Arnold collection that all the illustrations were 
supplied for publication in Seaby’s Roman Silver Coins, Vol. I, Pertinax to 
Balbinus & Pupienus (1969; 2nd ed. revised 1982). Those actual coins 
illustrated in RSC III are noted in the catalogue below. 


The Arnold Saie will assuredly be the last great opportunity for major 
museums throughout the world and collectors to review the gaps in their hold- 
ings in this series and be able to fill a number of these, if their purses are deep 
enough.

Severus knew, from omens and 
astrology, Dio Cassius records, that he would never return to 
Rome alive. The numerous types for his consecration coinage 
(here Lots 7—11) are interesting in relation to the scarcity of 
all examples. Note the unusual omission of “Augustus” in all 
the obverse legends, thus placing all the stress on “Pio”, 
Pietas.

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EASTERN ISSUES 


The mint of Laodicea ad Mare in Syria was initially rather a small local mint, 
but with the advent of Severus’ Parthian war it changed its operation into a full 
scale one as a fully fledged “outlier” of the mint of Rome. It then assimulates 
the style of its issues more closely to those of Rome but, despite this, it still 
retains an “eastern” element in its style and fabric; not least, Greek letter 
forms are evident at times creeping in on the usual Roman alphabet. The other 
great eastern mint, Antioch, was only restored to Severus’ favour (having 
unsuccessfully supported Niger) upon Caracalla’s personal intervention in 
202, near the end of the effective life of Laodicea.

THE LEGIONARY ISSUES 


Severus probably issued this extensive series naming the legions in order to, 
first, pay the donative due to the troops and, second, assure their loyalty since, 
no doubt, they must have circulated widely amongst the soldiers of the 
individually named legions. In the type adopted Severus copied those issued by 
Marc Antony before the battle of Actium in 31 B.C. and, like him, issued them 
only in honour of his own legions, not for legions that he hoped to sway to his 
cause. Notable absentees are therefore the three legions in Britain and the one 
in Spain, their allegiance being initially to Clodius Albinus, Severus’ Caesar, 
and, of course, the eastern legions of Perscennius Niger and the disgraced 
Praetorians. All of the Rhine, Danube and Dacian legions are named on the 
issue (some fifteen legions) and the general type of “Fides Legionum’’, the 
Loyalty of the Legions, comprehends the overall message of the series. 
Severus’ own legion, “Legio XIIII Gemina Martia Victrix”, had proclaimed 
him on 9 April 193 when he was Governor of Upper Pannonia, and were 
further honoured by having aureii and sestertii struck for it (the former being 
now very rare and probably only issued to senior officers). One Pannonian 
legion that was omitted from the series was “Legio X Gemina’, at Vienna, 
which may have somehow incurred Severus’ displeasure. 

An interesting point regarding this issue is the fact that, presumably, the 
series must have been used to pay the initial donative due to the troops, an 
extremely difficult thing to do in view of the drain on finances under the pre- 
vious two short-lived emperors (Didius Julianus had expended at least 150 
million sesterces on the Praetorians alone). Admittedly the silver content 
appears to be low but it is strange that if such vast quantities of coin were 
initially called for that they are now so scarce. 

The names of many of the Legates of these legions under Severus are 
known and their subsequent promotions as governors of various provinces can 
often be traced via inscriptions (see Birley, pp. 327—58). It is interesting to note 
that Severus’ policy towards the legions, securing their undivided loyalty, 
largely by increased pay and privileges, laid the foundations for the military 
anarchy that ensued in the third century.

THE SUN CULT OF EMESA 


The sacred conical black stone of Emesa, Syria, was probably a piece of local 
basalt or, more probably, a meteorite. Julia Domna, wife of Severus, was the 
younger daughter of the High Priest, Julius Bassianus, and her elder sister’s 
(Julia Maesa) grandson was Varius Avitus Bassianus, who, aged about 
fourteen years, inherited the office of High Priest of Elagabalus, or 
Heliogabalus, as the god was called. Resembling his mother’s murdered first 
cousin Caracalla, he was presented as Caracalla’s illegimate son. The boy- 
emperor took the name of his god, Elagabalus, and proceeded to transport his 
god, the sacred stone itself, to Rome. He wintered at Nicomedia, Bithynia, in 
218-219 with it and an aureus issued there depicts it in a chariot. The 
Emperor and stone arrived at Rome in the early Autumn of 219 and 
numerous reverse types testify to his supreme priesthood of his god. His total 
devotion to the god, to the utter disregard of public and army susceptibilities, 
his effeminate conduct and transvestism, led to his murder, along with his 
mother Julia Soaemias, on 12 March 222.

1. Definitions. In these Conditions Glendining & Co.
